REMINISCENCES OF ENGLAND. 


WRITTEN FOR THE SATURPAY EVENING rorT. 


1 think I have said im ao former letter, thet 
certain impressions which I, in common with 
. entertained of English lite, 
character and condition, have been seriously 
modified by « closer acquaintance with the 


People. 
It is generally supposed that the English are 
reserved, exclusive, ancommanicative Such 
is wot the character I have tound, and as the 
truth in s matter of this kind can only be disco. 
vered by a multitude of witnesses, | must stand 
before the jury a witness for the defence. It 
mattered not where I was, nor how | travelled, 
T was rarely at a loss for company or conversa- 
tron. When in railway cars, the knowledge 
that I was an American always opened the 
food-gates of conversation, and information, 
good, bad and jodifferent, was volunteered, un- 
til it was sometimes burdensome. In steam- 
boats the case was not at al! different, and on 
foot, 1 never found the least difficulty in joining 
im conversation with these whom I overtook, or 
by whom I was overtaken. Some of the p'ea- 
santest acquaintances that I made in England, 
were fellow pedestrians; and two, whose 
friendship 1 count as among the most valuable 
acquisitions there, were introduced to me by an 
inquiry respecting the country inte which we 
were about entering, on foot. Casual inquiries 
im reference to roads, rains, scenery, &c., bave 
ted in many Instanees to civilitics that I think 1 
should not have received in America, and which 
1 have failed to meet among the reputedly more 
polite French and Belgians. My recollections 
of Stratford-on- Avon, Warwick and Kenilworth 
are scarcely more lively on account of the his 
torical, poetic and romantic associations con 
nected with them, than for the free, unrestrain- 
ed politeness, and unreserved sociability dis 
played by several with whom the fortune of 
travel brought me in contact. When it is borne 
im mind, that these civilities were extended by 
those to whom letters of introduction would be
